Hutchineon, medical health officer of 
London, who has been in that city 
for a few days, thinke that it will 
make a fine breeding ground for 
cholera. Being asked ‘What is 
the matter with Toronto!’ he -said: 

Its surroundings are bed and its 
water is woree, It strikes me that 
citizens are not. alive to the fact 
that by drinking polluted: water, 
their sewage into 
the bay, and leaving Ashbridge 
Marsh in ite present condition, they 
are endangering the health of the 
whole Province if cholera comes. 
Dr. Allen is one the best health 
officers in the country but the 
remedy for these evils lies with the 
people and the city council. I was 
through a cholera epidemic in 1866 
in Louisville, Kentucky, and I can 
tell you if -the disease once reaches 
Toronto in ita present condition, it 
will make s clean sweep,’ 

“This is serious, All we can do 
in Ottawa is by cleansing our back 
yards and outhouses, and taking 
proper personal precautions, 
Toronto owes it to the rest of the 
province to improve its conditiun.” 

It is to be hoped that Toronto 
will allow itself to be persuaded to 
look carefully to ite sanitary con. 
dition, as it may become as great a 
disseminator of cholera as Montreal 
once was of small pox. The warn- 


ing indeed should be taken to heart | 


by every city and hamletin the 
Dominion, and especially should 
no effort be spared to secure pure 
water.
